1974 


The Trustees of the Walpole Town Libraries are pleased to 
present the following report for the very successful year of 
1974. We wish to thank all who so diligently worked and con- 
tributed to improve our library services. 


Library Improvements: The interior of the Walpole Library 
has been made more functional and inviting through funds from 
Revenue Sharing. The main and stack rooms were carpeted. The 
stack room ceiling was repaired and painted. More functional 
metal stacks replaced the wooden stacks. Many volunteered to 
help with the moving of books from the old to the new stacks. 


Library Activities: The organization, FRIENDS of the LI- 
BRARY have worked to provide programs for children and 
adults including the monthly story hour for pre-schoolers and 
a K-3 Film Program. During the summer the FRIENDS brought 
to Walpole the “Little Red Wagon” a University of New Hamp- 
shire program of puppet shows for children. Courses for adults 
included quilting, crewel, Christmas crafts, and a class in 
Italian. These and other programs are continuing for 1975. We 
hope you will give your support to the FRIENDS of the LI- 
BRARY. 


During the summer the Walpole Library conducted a read- 
ing program for 24 children. 


Personnel: Sincere appreciation is extended to all person- 
nel of our libraries for their untiring services to the communi- 
ties. 


The Walpole Librarian, Mrs. Virginia Putman, has com- 
pleted the Public Library Technique courses sponsored by the 
University of New Hampshire. She is now a Certified Librarian 
in the State of New Hampshire. Mrs. Putman is also a delegate 
to the Southwest District Advisory Council. 
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Trustees: The Trustees meet the second Tuesday of the 
month in Walpole. At least one meeting during the year is held 
at the North Walpole Library. The Trustees are members of the 
New Hampshire Library Trustees Association. During 1974 the 
Trustees completed the revisions of the Library By-Laws and 
the Library Policy Manual. 


Use of the Library: During the year 1974 there was an in- 
erease in the general use of the library by individuals and 
groups. It was noticeable that many patrons took advantage 
of the improvements in the library to stop by for a quiet time 
to select a book, a record, to browse through the magazines, or 
to use the various reference materials, The hbrary maintains 
an up to date collection of “best sellers” and mysteries.

This year the Conservation Commission accepted with 
eratitude in the name of the town a gift of 12 acres on the 
Walpole Surry Road from Ellery C. Merriman of Saverna Park,

We have walked some of the town forests — The Abby 
March lot, the Hooper lot above the reservoir, the Bogey 
Meadow Woods on the west side of route 12, the Stockhorse 
land, and the Andrew Barr place.
